Benzene Poisoning Affects Stood, May 


EvenJually Bring About Death 


Benzene is used In industry as a sol- 


vent for paints, lacquers, varnishes 
rubber and fats. It is also used as 
a clemiiiig agent for clothes, as a mot- 
ot fuel, irt color printing and it 
the manufacture of many chemicals. 


Both benzene and gasoline are pois- 


onous. Benzene is much quicker in 
action nnd causes much more harn 
than the gasoline. Benzene may ge 
into the body by being inhaled into 
the lungs by being swallowed into 
the stomach or by being absorbed 
through the skin. 


Recently an investigator in the rub- 


ber industry studied symptoms o 
6,000 men and women who had work 
ed with benzene for 20'years. H 
found these people complaining o 
foul taste, occasional dizziness, un 
steady vision, and slight headache. 


As the poisoning increases, it mai 


produce swelling of the gums, inflam 
mation of the skin, disturbances o 
the kidneys, inability to sleep, loss o 
weight, nose bleeds and tendency to 
bruise easily. 
•The •most important effects of con 
slant contact with benzene relate to 
tjie,blood. - Industrial 'physicians are 
likely; to find, at first, :an increasec 
number j)f white blood-cells but later 
a.reduction. Anemia Vill develop With 
a decline of red blood cells, "which 
contain 
a^ smaller amount • of ret 


coloring matter. - 


Gradually there is difficulty with 


the coagulation of the blood. Finally, 
loose cells' from 'the lining of the blood 
vessels begin' to appear, in the blood 
and there is, a complete cessation 
of the "formation of new blood cells.

In our day and age when the so 


called Economic Interpretation of His 
tory seems on the point of drivin 
out every other theory and philosophy 
it is pleasant to come across that bit o 
sound common sense. 
* 


Man js not and probably never wil 


be an entirely logical being. He wil 
be influenced in his decisions not onl} 
by his desire for food and lodging b'u 
also by certain ideal consideration 
which have nothing whatsoever to d' 
with liis purely physical desire to sur 
vivo. It has always been that way. 


Indeed, I think it is safe to saj 


that many more people have been 
killed for the right to believe that 
which they wanted to believe than in 
their quest for food and homes and 
clothing. 


With the penetration of Marxian 
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ideas (a penetration which has gone 
infinitely further than most peaceful 
readers suspect), the ideals of de- 
mocracy have gradually been pushed 
into the background until today the 
very word "democracy" has become 
a hollow phrase. 


One still hears it repeated, morning, 


noon and night, but in a great many 
cases it is merely a disguise for some 
form of Socialism. Just as most of 'the 
loud hollerings for "Peace at any 
price!" 
which , just now. . resound so 


loudly from 'all the different YoiJth 
Congresses in almost- all'fepar.to. of rtfie. 
country really mean "Peace tpw'aras" 
Russia, but war upon all the soi'called 
capitalistic countries." 
' 


J am not writing this in the spirit of 
the alarmist who is able to detect 


improvement.,; That .'sort of silly Red- 
baiting will get us exactly nowhere. 


There is. only one way in which we 


will be able to maintain'our own ideas 
of democracy against all the outlandish 
and domestic "'isms" .and "Wasm's." 
We will have;to face facts as we have 
never . faced facts before. 


Being a young and ignorant nation 


and therefore essentially an optimistic 
people, we are very apt to close our 
eyes quite deliberately against all facts 
which strike us as unpleasant. 


But as General Gamelin, the philos- 


opher now in command of the French 
armies, so wisely remarked the other 
day, "There is no use getting angry at 
facts which fail to please you. For 
they won't in the least care what you 
happen to think about them and there- 
fore they won't change, but they will 
remain just as.unpleasant as before." 


If we want to live intelligently and 


constructively during, these years of 
crisis, we should 
follow 
General 


Gamelin's advice. Arid before we listen 
to the easy optimism about "right al- 
ways proving stronger than might" 
and about "the eventual and inevit- 
able triumph of democracy over tyran- 
ny," we ought to examine the facts 
that bear upon the case. 
• 


During the last three thousand years 


of written history, we have accumu- 
ated so much data, upon the problem 
of ^self-government vs. totalitarian- 
sm, that we ought to have a fairly 
:oncrete idea about the age-old strug- 
5le for democracy. 


It has been one of the the bitterest 
ights that ever has been fought. And 
he end is by no means in sight 
Democracy today is no more safe 
han it was twenty-five centuries ago 
When Plato, having witnessed the fall 
f democracy in Greece, wrote the de-

Their opinions frequently differ and 


even more frequently are guesses, 
but they're listened to back in a score 
of world capitals. What they ,-epori 
means much to decisions taken there 


Watching a war is far too big a job 


to tackle single-handed. Almost all 
these observers have their friends or 
people they believe are friends, with 
whom they exchange information. So 
things get around. 


Here's their opinion on a few'ques- 


tions everybody's asking. 


That Big Spring Push on the 


Western Front- 


Few really believe that such a push 


will come at all. Reasons- 


(W Neither the Allied command 


nor Germany is willing to pay the cost 
m men and morale for a drive against 
the powerful West Wall or the Magi- 
not line. 


(2) Both see advantage in letting the 


other fellow sit in the trenches with 
nothing to do. 


The Germans believe the English 


need a lot of prodding-but in their 
own homes not in France. 


The Allies believe German econ- 


omy will crack under the Allied block- 
ade. 


(3) Invasion of the three western 


neutrals would bring not only pos- 
sible action by more powerful neu- 
trals (Italy in the event of an invas- 
ion of Switzerland) but military head 
acnes. 


Switzerland's little army, numeriac- 


ally stronger and better equipped than 
the Finns' defends a small northeast 
southwest corridor between the Alps' 
and the Jura-which is strategically 
not a comfortable spot for any army 
to be caught in. 


For Germany the Swiss "side door" 


leads only to the well-fortified French 
Jura or into the Rhone valley-far 
from German bases. For the Allies 
theh same "side door" leads to the 
same old Rhine to be crossed again- 
and then they've only in the Black 
i'orest. 


Once through Belgium either in- 


vader would face an extension of the 
enemy s" line-not to mention Bel- 
gium s own lines and the revamped 
Belgian army. 


Of those who do believe the push 


may come this spring on land across 
the Western Front, most see the Al- 
lies us the attackers, driven to such 
an offensive by Germany's'submarine 
and an- successes. 


Thai Ab Armada Attack- 


Many believe that England is in for 


an aerial attack from German this 
spring. German propagandists call Bri- 
tain "the perfect target." Many a mil- 
tary man believes they're right and 
hat it's this spring or never for 
Marshal Goering's airmen. 
.J^ :next faU. say these sources, the 
Allied plane production, augmented 
by supplies from America will b° 
close on the heels of the German 
turnout. 


A few observers think Germany 


might try to grab the Netherlands 
as a base for such attacks by air 
but others think Holland's bonds with 
Belgium and her weapon of water are 
potent enough to keep the Germans 
out. 


Almost all agree that Paris has little 


to fear from the air and that the 
Germans will continue to let French- 
men sit idle in trenches and at anti- 
aircraft guns wondering about the 
war and about German propaganda 


That Blockade— 


If Germany can turn out submarine' 


and man them faster than the Allie' 
can sink them, observers in Switzer- 
land say, Britain may be the one tc 
worry about a blockade. 


They don't believe Germany car 


turn cut big submarines at that pace 
f,ut <hey'd still like to know whethe- 
the Germans are turning out "pocke 
••ubs,' and, if so, how effective thei 
are. 


The German goal of blockading Bi-i 


tain with a ring of mines and sub 
marines is far from achievement now 
Hit remains only a hope for an 
other year, few believe Germany cai 
-'tand the strain of the Allied block 
ade for many months.

Jip-and-Tuck Battle Rages for 


Control of tho Forest Service 


By I'RESTON GROVER 


WASHINGTON - One of the keen- 


est dramas of these recent years 
lias been fought out between the Se- 
nate, the White House and the Inter- 
ior Deportment wiMi the rcsull that 
transfer of the Forest Service to the 
Inerior Department has been prevent- 
ed—for the time at least. 


It began two years ago when the 


first blanket Reorganization Bill came 
to Congress from the White House. 
Immediately western stockmen, farm- 
ers, chambers of commerce and oth- 
ers were in a panic. At last, they 
suspected, the Forest Service would be 
snatched from the Agriculture depart- 
ment and given to Interior. Fighting 
such a change has become almost a re- 
ligion to the rugged West where the 
Forest Service is regarded as the one 
unsmirched member of the govern- 
mental family. 


Bucked by demands of stockmen 


and others from his home state, Se- 
nator Pittman of Nevada introduced 
an amendment lo prevent transfer to 
the Interior. He knew Secretary Ick- 
es. one of Pillman's finest enem- 


ies, would break his foot to get the 
Forest Service. 


It was u touch and go situalion wilh 


the Adminislralion. If the forestry 
amendment should 
go .through ,it 


might open the way for a flock of oth- 
er amendments preventing other con- 
solidations. Passage of Piltman's a- 
mendment seemed certain. 


Senalor Byrnes of Soulh Carolina, 


in charge of Ihe bill wenl hastily 
into action. He virtually promised Se- 
nator Pillman that the Forest Service 
would be let alone. Senator Barkley 
of Kentucky, Ihe majorily leader and 
normal senatorial spokesman for the 
White House, was even more empha- 
tic. 


"I am not a favor of transfering 


the Forest. Service," Barkley said, 
"and I have not the slightesl feur il 
is going lo be Iransferred." 


The assurance satisfied several like- 


ly supporters of the Pittman amend- 
ment, including several members from 
western forest states, who then vol- 
ed against il. The amendmenl was 
defeated. Ullimalely Ihe whole Re- 


organization Bill was lost. 


Bui, lasl spring, up came Ihe sub" 


slilule Reorganization Bill, with Byrn- 
es again in charge. Foresl Service 
bul in his leller of Iransmission Ihe 
Presidenl said lhal subjecl would be 
deall wilh Inter, yrnes asked Pitl- 
man if again he inlended lo submil 
his amendment, and was firmly as- 
sured by the Nevadan that, he would 
unless he received writlen assurance 
lhat Ihe Forest Service would nol be 
touched. 


Byrnes telephoned the.White House 


and the President telephoned Pill- 
man wilh assurances for the Forest 
Service. But afterward Pitlman re- 
minded Byrnes lhal he wanled some- 
Ihing in writling, because, he said, he 
some day might have to explain why 
he did nol offer Ihe amendmenl. 


Thai same day Ihe President wrole 


Pillman saying: 


"In regard lo the Forestry Bureau, 


I have no hesitation in telling you 
thai I have no thought of trans 
ferring them to Ihe Interior Depart 
ment." 


He added that by gelling Ihe public 


lands 
(Interior) and forestry peo- 


ple to work logelher he had pre 
venled duplication of work and ex- 
pected to "produce results without any 
drastic change in organization." 


Subsequent correspondence brought 


to Pillman another letter from the
